The British have abandoned all present intention of continuing 
their effort to reach Constantinople by way of the Gallipoli penin­ 
sula. 
The western side of the peninsula has now been surrendered to 
the Turks by the abandonment announced today of the Suvla bay 
and Anzac regions, but this does not mean that the British have 
deserted Gallipoli entirely. 
The- southern section of the peninsula, 
which has always been the most important, still is retained. Never­ 
theless, it is apparent that only d< f‘ naive operations are contem­ 
plated for the future. 
Otherwise, the co-operation 
of the troops 
which have been taken from the western 
siclr of the peninsula 
would be required. 
The withdrawals announced today ar* official admission that th'- 
Turks under German leadership have t w n the victors in the Galli­ 
poli operations, and that the British direction of the campaign baa 
been faulty. 
The acknowledgment of defeat, however, has been 
made too late to permit the troops’ withdrawal from the Gall! 
poll to change the military situation in the Balkans.
